KIDNEY DISORDERS arc usually 


considered among thc diseases of 
the 


aged. 
Yet they arc not uncommon in 


infants and children, some few being 
present from birth. 


Many times they can be finite serious 


unless corrected early. 


In infants, the only symptoms that 


-might indicate a kidney 
disorder 
arc 


crying or vomiting when urinating. 


In younger children, 
kidney 
com- 


plaints may be limited to stomach pains 
or loss of appetite, with pain on urina- 
tion. 


Many children with kidney difficul- 


ties fail to gain weight, 
and 
a urine 


analysis usually reveals pus cells or red 
blood cells in thc urine. 


In one kidney disease, thc urine 
i< 


blocked in its flow away from thc kid- 
ney and other urinary structures. 
This 


condition, called hydroncphrosis, is com- 
mon in infants and in children., 


Thc kidney may become several times 


its normal size. 
This disease must be 


recognized as soon as possible so it can 
be cured before it is too late. 


Many times thc kidneys arc doubled, 


and there may be two kidneys on one 
side of thc body. 
Other organs of thc 


urinary system may also be 
doubled. 


This is not too infrequent and may cause 
some difficulty. 
. Tumors of thc kidney also occur in 
children. They usually do not give any 
symptoms, except that a tumor may be 
felt by a physician on a routine physical 
examination, or thc abdomen may ap-' 
pear swollen. 


Any child having kidney complaints 


should be given a thorough examination 
of the kidneys and urinary system. 


With present-day medicine, guessing 


about thc cause is not necessary. Spec- 
ial X-ray methods have been developed 
in which dyes arc injected into thc veins. 


X-ray pictures arc then taken rapidly 


as thc dye passes through thc kidney 
system. Thus, any defect can usually be 
detected. 


Special instruments have been 
de- 


signed to examine 
thc 
kidneys 
and 


urinary system of children and help thc 
doctor make a correct diagnosis. 


Prompt kidney examination by these 


methods and proper treatment are the 
way? to 
avoid 
serious 
complications 


when the child is older.
